F. R. Morley, who was hastily sum­ 
moned, and who arrived hurriedly to 
attend him, stated that he seemed j 
to have symptoms of apoplexy.

Cottony 
Maple 
Scale 
in 
Past 
Ten 
Years Has W rought Serious Dam­ 
age to Many Valuable Trees. 


Tho cottony maple scale is an In­ 
sect that for the past ten years has 
been a serious enemy to thousands of 
beautiful and valuable 
trees. 
Th% 
food plants of the scale are numerous, 
tho most im portant being the soft 
maple, linden, box elder, elm, oak, 
‘willow, poplar, beech, hawthorn, syca­ 
more, locust, hackberry, osage-orange. 
mulberry, grape, poison ivy, Virginia 
creeper, 
rose, 
gooseberry, 
currant, 
peach, plum, pear and apple. 
In dealing with the insect it is 
necessary td consider in each case the 
advisability of artificial means of con­ 
trolling It. 
In some localities the na­ 
tu ral enemies of this pest have done 
very efficient work, making in many 
cases applications of remedies inad­ 
visable. 
The Illinois 
experimental 
station states that the scale appears in 
great num bers at intervals of eight or 
ten years. 
The infested trees, advises the de­ 
partm ent, can be treated during the 
dormant season with a strong solution 
of kerosene emulsion without any in* 
Jury to the trees. 
This emulsion used 
at 25 per cent, or more in strength, or 
whale oil soap at the rate of one 
pound to a gallon of water, has been 
re ported to be very effective in killing 
the scales hit by the spray. 
In Spraying during the period when 
the trees are in foliage a w eaker so­ 
lution must necessarily be used. 
It is 
not safe to use kerosene 
emulsion 
stronger than a IO to 12 per cent, n it 
and even at this strength there might 
be a slight injury to the foliage 
It 
bas been demonstrated that a single 


application of a i0 per cent. kerosene 
emulsion applied at the proper tim* 
in summer will destroy about two 
thirds of the recently hatched insects 
and two applications, one applied ai 
the middle and the other at the end 
of the hatching period will destrc\ 
four-fifths of them.

But should it not be con­ 
ducted so th at parents need not a1 
ways sacrifice the time from home 
duties in order to let the little ones 
enjoy the playground? 
I wish there 
were some way to designate certain 
of (he paraphernalia out there accord 
ing to the ages of the children. 
A group of large, husky baseball 
boys left the ball field to tantalize 
little boys who were climbing the 
chute. 
They climbed in ahead of 
them on the ladder, and often gave 
them a hard push as they started 
down the Incline, causing them to 
shoot far beyond the intended des­ 
tination, with danger to spine and 
limbs. 
W hen some of the mothers 
were near they quit it. 
W hen one mother and her little 
c nes went over to the baby swings, 
she had the children of play size go 
on the chute near, while she lulled 
the baby in an infant swing. 
Then 
came these same big boys, crowding 
the little folks on this small chute 
and finally climbed into or hung on 
the baby swings, endangering those 
fixtures. 
Baby swings were certainly 
not put there for 80 or 90 pound boys 
to use as pulleys or pendulums. 
Could not the city have some seri 
ous, responsible man, with the city’s 
star of authority, out there for the 
afternoon and evening iii charge ol 
the playgrounds in order io make 
safety for the children and keep the 
swings, 
etc., 
from 
being 
broken 
tilrough rough usage. 
Let those boys 
ur girls either who wish to monopo­ 
lize the best things out there or get 
their enjoyment from teasing and dis­ 
turbing others and.

Buttermilk when free from water, 
used for washing the butter, makes 
excellent feed for hogs. 
The great 
trouble as wd find It coming from 
I the creameries Is that it is hard to 
determine how much excess water is 
contained in it. 
At the present price 
for feeds, I think you will be safe in 
paying 20 oeote per IOO pounds for 
buttermilk that is free from excess pf 
water. 
For sows that are nursing young 
pigs, it should be fed in very small 
quantities, if at all. and I would sug­ 
gest diluting it. 
Better results would 
be had if the buttermilk is not put 
into the ration until the pigs are at 
least four or five weeks old. 
It is 
particularly good for growing pigs, as 
well as fattening hogs. The show far­ 
rows at this college are always fed 
and finished on corn and buttermilk. 
A good ration for sows that are 
nursing 
pigs of an age when no 
trouble will be had from scouring, 
would be as follows: Cornmeal, one 
part; bran, two parts, with buttermilk 
three to four pounds for each pound 
of grain mixture. 
Corn and buttermilk afford a very- 
good ration for fattening hogs.

At the present time there are In the 
United States between 300,090 ape 
400,000 angoras of pure blood or high 
strain, and yet the domestic product 
of mohair does not equal the home 
demand by a large amount. Many dol 
Jars’ worth of mohair is Imported an 
nuttily into the United States, and still 
in Texas alone there is sufiiciOijt moun 
tain land to raise not only all the mo­ 
hair now Imported, but enough to ex 
port several million dollars’ worth an 
nually, says Farm and Ranch. 
There are four profits to the Angora 
—the mohair, t^e increase, the fertil 
izer and the land they free from brush 
and weeds. There is a wide difference 
between the shearing weight and the 
shearing value of goats. 
Some will 
shear as much as IB pounds of mohair 
per year, but the average for the 
United States is about two and one- 
half pounds. 
Some mohair brings as 
much as $6.50 per pound, but the av­ 
erage is about 38 cents per pound. Mo 
hair ranging from 12 inches to 20 
inches in length brings from $3 to 
$$.5t) f>er pound, and is used to make 
doll’s hair and wigs. 
Mohair under 12 inches hi length 
is sold according to fineness and lus­ 
ter, aud ranges from 35 to 55 cents per 
pound. 
The average shearing value 
of the American Angora is about $1 
per head, but there is more money in 
an Angora shearing $1 per head than 
in a sheep shearing $1.50 per head, be­ 
cause the goat ie longer lived, is much 
hardier, Is not liable to disease; the 
goat eats a greater variety of feed, will 
come to the sheds at night, and has 
many advantages over the sheep.

On most farms feed for the flock is 
scattered about on the ground, and 
the chickens are continually fed with­ 
in a small space. The surface of the 
ground soon becomes foul with the 
droppings of the flock. True, sunshine 
acts as a germicide, and if the space 
is at all sloping, the washing of the 
rain helps some, but generally the 
spot is level and often muddy. 
The ground quickly becomes con­ 
taminated with the continual tramping 
of the flock, and if there be one sick 
fowl the whole flock may soon become 
infected. This is especially true with 
small chicks ana young turkeys. 
The spading up of the feeding place 
once or twice a week will bring good 
results# 
It will tend to purify the 
ground. It will induce exercise on the 
part of the flock, which is always de­ 
sirable. 
Especially is this true when 
the flock is confined in yards, and 
green feed, so necessary, is difficult 
to obtain. 
If grain is scattered as one spades 
up the ground, much will be buried so 
deep that hens will not scratch it out 
and it will be thrown up at the next 
spading with green, succulent blades 
that are greatly relished by the flock.

There are nearly 
three thousand of them in the state, 
their routes cover 66,628 miles of road, 
and they are out every working day 
In the year. 
When the subject is 
roads, the rural mail carrier knows 
what he is talking ahopt. 
Evidence 
collected 
from 
2,724 
rural mail carriers shows that most 
highways of Illinois deserve the name 
of trails, rather than of roads. 
In one county, for nearly thirty 
days in each year, the carriers are 
unable to make their routes. 
In the whole state, for an average 
time of two and one-half months in 
each year, the country roads are un­ 
usable for a load of one and one-half 
tons, says the Chicago Journal. 
In 
some counties, country roads are un­ 
usable for such a load during more 
than one-third of the year. 
Such a condition is intolerable. 
It 
levies a toll on every farmer and on 
everyone who uses farm produce. 
It 
raises the cost of living and cut* 
down the rewards of labor.

FEEDING SILAGE TO HORSES 


When Corn Was Cut at Very Imma­ 
ture Age It Resultsd in Colic and 
Other Digestive Disorders.

Silage has been fed to horses in dif 
ferent sections of the country with 
varying degrees of success. 
When it 
first came into general use for feeding' 
dairy cattle, the corn was cut at a very 
immature stage. 
This kind of silage, 
when fed to horse?, resulted the same 
as feeding green corn, producing colic, 
scours, and other digestive disorders. 
In recent years silage has been fed 
successfully 
by 
many 
farmers, a1 
though in isolated cases It results dis 
astrously, probably due to one of sev­ 
eral causes: (I) The silage may have 
been made from immature crops, re­ 
sulting in a very acid or sour silage; 
(2) they may have been too mature at 
the time of filling the silo, resulting in 
moldy silage because of failure to set­ 
tle and exclude the air; (3) poor pres­ 
ervation, due either to the method of 
filling or to the silo not being air 
tight; 
(4) 
carelessness' in feeding, 
permitting 
decomposition 
to

in 
the 
silo; 
or 
(5) 
failure 
on 
the part of the feeder to use a suffi­ 
cient amount of time in getting horses 
accustomed to a sufficient feed after 
having been fed continuously on dry 
feed for a considerable length of time.

tripoli and trimbleite ! A newspaper 
bulletin issued today by Couiinsision- 
er John T. Fitzpatrick, of tile stdfe 
bureau of labor statistics, places the 
production gf tripoli for 1913 at 17,- 
329 tons, worth $83,995. 
A hurried glance at these figures 
would indicate that this industry is a 
small one, but its importance is re­ 
vealed by the assertion that Missouri 
ranks second in quantity and value 
of the products made from this min­ 
eral, being only surpassed by Illinois, 
and exceeding Pennsylvania, Tennes­ 
see and Georgia. 
The gain over the 
figures which stand for 1912 is about 
8 per cent, and the number of opera­ 
tors increased from two to fi*e. 
So the reader may know what trip­ 
oli is and to get an idea of its uses 
Hie following excerpt is taken from a 
pamphlet treating with abrasive ma­ 
terials, recently prepared by Frank 
J. Katz for the United States geologi­ 
cal survey. 
“The material called tripoli is a 
light, porous ad gnenerallv purely sil­ 
iceous rock which has resulted from 
the leaching of calcareous material 
rom very siliceous 
limestones 
or 
highly calcareous cherts. 
Tripoli was 
produced in 1913 in Missouri. Georgia, 
llinois, Pennsylvania and Tennessee, 
leposits in A rkansas and Oklahoma 
ire not yet commercially productive, 
^ome of the Missouri tripoli is and 
ilvvays has been produced lor and 
ised for an abrasive and for other 
ourposes, but much of it is used in 
he manufacture of filters. 
The Illi­ 
nois product is used as a paint and 
wood filler, metal polish, in scups, in 
cleansers, and fqr making glass and 
or facing foundry moulds. * 
“No attem pt has been 
made 
to 
iroeure from producers of tripoli a 
lefinite statem ent of the exact pro­ 
portion used as an abrasive, nor has 
my attem pt been made to get the 
reduction of rough 
tripoli 
blocks 
vorked up into filter stones. 
Liven if 
his output had been ascertained it 
vould be impossible to value the pro­ 
pjet on a uniform basis and ’bus to 
>btain a reliable ratio between quan- 
ity and value for the reason I hat the 
irice of filter stones varies and is 
lependent not only on the size of the 
tones, but also on the amount of 
cork done on each stone.” 
The chief Missouri tripoli deposit 
s in Newton county, with Seneca and 
Racine, two flourishing communities 
n that end of the state as the cen­ 
sers. 
It is stated that the supply on 
land there will last for many pen­ 
uries at the present 
rate

urn lit ion. 
Recently another deposit was un­ 
earthed close to the state line and is 
nip posed to extend into Kaiisa^.

*ough estimation places the value of 
hese deposits at $10,000,090. 
On information furnished by five 
Newton county operators. Sunervisor 
if Statistics A. T. Edmonston, who 
irepared the bulletin, bases the fol- 
owing tentative facts and figures on 
the tripoli industry of Missouri. 
In 1913 there were 59 men and one 
woman employed in preparing tripoli 
or the market.

ry is in its infancy in Missouri, and 
is bound to develop.
